Extensive Improvements Will 

be Made and Line Will be 

Sold to a Western Road 

At the annual meeting in Milwaukee 
Tuesday of stockholders of the Wisconsin 
Central railroad, a majority of the slock 
was held by the syndicate which effected 
the consolidation of the Ctnclunati, Ham- 
ilton & Dayton and the -Fere Marquette 
railroads and has just sold them to the Erie 
system. 

Newman Brb, head of the syndicate, and 
U. M. Cummlng, formerly first vice presi- 
dent of the. Erie, were elected directors of 
the. Wisconsin Centra), in place of John C. 
Brown and Joseph S, Bade, Rudolph Kley- 
bolte of New York and W, A. Bradford of 
the Cincinnati, Cleveland & Louisville rail- 
road, who ore among the largest stockhold- 
ers of the Wisconsin Central, also attended 
the annual meeting. They accompanied 
the directors and President. Whitcomb on 
a tour of inspection of the railroad after 
the annual meeting. 

; There ia much diversity of opinion as to 
the future of the Wisconsin Central. The 
directors will meet in New Yorknext month 
to elect officers. It in generally believed 
tbat tho change in financial control will not 
result in any change of officers until tbo 
new owners, sell the road to some larger 
system. That they bought the' Wisconsin 
Central for tbat purpose is not doubted in 
railway circles, Little credence is given by 
Chicago officials, however, to the report that 
: tmrpa rchase' of -the^W iseopsin^CBntral * is 
part of. the deal with the Erie for the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton fc Bayton and the Fere 
Marquette. To finance that deal practically 
exhausted the resources of the Erie, and it 
is by.hd means certain that the Pero Mar- 
quette xoud will be retained by the Erie. It 
tried to dispose of that rond to the New 
York Central interests, but the terms orig- 
inally offered were rejected, It is said that 
negotiations on a new basis nre now in 
progress. 

■It is Baid to be .the plan of the new own- 
ers to extend and improve the Wisconsin 
Central with a view of disposing of it to 
one of tho big Western systems. Its ag- 
gressive policy for a number of years caused 
its strong com petilors to characterize it as 
a constant menace to the rate situation, 
but they have not been able to find that it 
has secretly cut rates or paid rebates ain:e 
all the roads were enjoined in 1802 from 
doing so. 

U nder President ■ Whl tcoraVs m anage- 
ment the physical condition of the Wiscon- 
sin Central has been greatly improved and 
the. equipment largely augmented. Its 
gross earnings during the fiscal year end- 
ing June SO last were 66,650,833, and the 
net earnings $2,276,547. Tho previous year 
tho gross earnings wero $6,466,176 and the 
net earnings 82,123,785. 

In his annual report, submitted to the 
stockholders, President Wbitcoinb said of 
the plans for the extension of the rood: 
' 'During the year contracts were entered 
into for the construction Of forty-one and 
ono*half miles of road from Owoopoint, oh 
the main line, twclvo miles west of AbbotB- 
ford, t o Ludyxmitli, a station on the Min-

States of the Union. Much of the- pro- 
posed insurance legislation la various 
States ho characterized ns blackmailing 
attempts. It wns brought out: 

1. That sJiec 1000 the Now York Lire 
has paid to "Judge" Hamilton $470,- 
927.02 for legislative purposes, nnd has 
r.tio paid to others largo sums for sim- 
ilar work, bringing the total of such ex- 
penditures up to $500,1 27.021 

2. That in addition to these payments 
to Hamilton, President McCnll expects 
him to render bills for his services dur- 
ing the present year which will aggre- 
gate about $1(1.-1,000. 

3. That, besides these payments, to 
"Judgo" Hamilton and In addition to the 
$235,000 paid him In 1003, ostensibly on 
account of real estate deals and for 
which ho bos rendered no account to the 
New York Life, bo wns also paid $75,- 
000 In June, 1001, for which ha has 
rondcred no account. The total of the 
sums given him, so far as is known, for 
which he has rendered no account now 
stands at $310,000. 

4. That John A. MvCnll, who Is n di- 
rector of the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company, borrowed $75,000 from that 
institution at l'/j per cent Interest.

0. That four relatives of President 
McCnll, all of them employed by the 
New York Life at large salaries, live In 
an apartment house nt 40 West Seventy- 
second street, owned by the company, at 
rentals which yield tho policy holders 
only 23-10 per cent on an Investment 
of $203,000, flic cost of tho property. 

10. That President McCall admits 
there should be n limitation to the busi- 
ness which a llfo insurance company 
may roll up and that tho legislative com- 
mittee should give that subject serious 
attention.

NATION BREAKS RECORD. 



Foreign Commerce Total for Fiscal 
Year Is $3,035,070,333, 

All records wero broken by the for- 
eign commerce of tho United States dur- 
ing tho fiscal year which closed Juno 30. 
For the twelve months tho exports and 
imports wero valued at $2,035,070,333, 
compared with $2,15 1,0 14,012 during tho 
previous year, which was the largest on 
record.- Tho imports wero valued at $1,- 
117,507,500 and exports nt $1,518,402,- 
833, both new high records. 

An unusual feature of American for- 
eign commerce is tho small Increase is. 
customs revenues, notwithstanding the 
large Increase In Imports. Dutiable mer- 
chandise imported reached a value of 
$000,071,238, an increase* of $03,114,107 
over tho previous year. Nevertheless, 
customs duties last year amounted to 
$252,0(10,518, or less than $1,000,000 In 
excess of tho duties collected In 1004. 
Reciprocity with Cuba reducing the du- 
ties on sugar and tobacco, together with 
Imports remaining In warehouse upon 
which duties haven ot been pnld, account 
for tho small increase in revenues.

Exports of wheat from tho 
United States during tho fiscnl year Just 
ended have been ovon lower than the 
year before.

A dispatch from St. Petersburg says 
martial law has been proclaimed at Mos- 
cow.

Many persons wcro 
killed or wounded on the Tycrskoy houle- 
vurd at tho tdto of the monument to tho 
poet Alexander Push kin. The troops 
used sabers nud rllles. 

A pitched bnttlo between a crowd ot 
strikers nnd Cassocks took place shortly 
before noon Monday, The troops fired 
three volleys nt tho strikers and tho lat- 
ter replied with revolvers nnd stones. It 
la Impossible, to estimate the number of 
casualties, for ns soon as the mob wns 
dispersed tho streets were cordoned 
nnd tho (lead and wounded removed and 
tho gates closed. It is known that the 
number of victims Is large, 

After the fighting wns over men, wom- 
en and children wcro dragged into the 
prefect's court ynrd, the gules to whleh 
wero also closed. Thereupon began what 
is known ns givlug a lesson to "Intellec- 
tuals." Scores were taken to n long 
stable. Along tho sides wcro drawn up 
two linos of picked troops, mostly Cos- 
sacks, Tho victims wero mado to run 
the gantlet. Thero wero fifty men on 
each side, who brutally struck them with 
whips nnd the butt ends of rifles. 

It is stated that n bomb that was 
thrown nt the game mnrket killed twelvo 
Cossack patrols. It is feared that em- 
ployes to the number of 30,000 In the 
great factories may join the demonstra- 
tion. The populaco Is exasperated to the 
last degree, less by the open street fight- 
ing than by tho action of the police.

"No foreign power could successfully 
nEsall our seaboard cities. With the 
present elllclcncy of «ir forts, 1 rendered 
Impregnable by the fire-control system, 
sweeping a zone that would bring anni- 
hilation to any fleet within range of the 
batteries of big gnus, the seaboard cities* 
are safe from foreign Invasion, 1 * said 
Secretary of War William II.

"To be suru a squadron could approach 
under the clonk of fog," ho continued.

Great Noriliom .Overland Held Up 
Near Seattle, Wmli. 

The Great Northern overland train 
leaving Seattle nt 8:20 Monday night, 
was held up and the express car dyna- 
mited about Qve miles from Ballard, nt 
5:45 p. m. It was 11 o'clock before the 
train pulled into Edmonds, nnd monger 
reports wore sent to the Seattle office. 
Sheriff Smith and a posse, armed with 
rifles, shotguns and • rovolvers, sod led 
by trained bloodhounds, went in pursuit 
of the band of robbers. Two boys who 
attempted to rob the passengers while 
the adult bandits dynamited tho through 
safe In the express car nro In jail. Mean- 
time It la reported that the highwaymen 
obtained a big shipment of gold from 
tho Alaskan mines. Tho amount stolen 
Is estimated all the wny from $2,000 to 
5100,000. 

Three men, well dressed In rain coats 
and wearing slouch hats, did the work. 
Conductor Grant's report of the holdup 
shows thnt at least seven men wero In 
tho (rang that committed tho robbery. 
The couductor bcliovcs threo or four of 
tho gang wero further down tho track, 
but did not taka nny part, possibly be- 
en 11.10 the train had stopped too soon. 

When onco Inside tho car tho robhen 
began dynamiting, tho first explosion 
being of six sticks, the second of twelve, 
and the third of eighteen. No ono wni 
Injured seriously, although a continual 
fire of revolvers was kept up. After 
securing tho contonts of the safe thi 
three men started off In an easterly di- 
rection.' 

Tho train -wns flagged and as the engi- 
neer slowed up two or three men climbed 
over tho tender nnd pointed revolvers at 
his head. When tho train stopped two 
of tho robbers Jumped off, making the 
engineer and fl renin 11 follow, and all 
marched to tho express car door. "Open 
the door," the robber commanded the 
messenger. Ho refused nnd tho robber 
placed an extra heavy charge of dyna- 
mite against it, -which he exploded. Tho 
explosion tora the car almost to pieces. 
The safe was then dynnmltcd. Tho 
train was delayed two and a halt hours 
and then wns pulled into Edmonds, mak- 
ing a brief report before proceeding to 
Everett. 

While tho robbers wore engaged on the 
safe, two who had been riding on tho 
blind baggage Bllpped off and ' went 
through the train, attempting to hold up 
the passengers. They bad no guns, but 
took advantage of tho timidity of the 
passengers while the shooting was going 
on outside. Tho boys assert they never 
met the holdups until they -got on the 
train aud nro In no way connected with 
their work, Tho Idea to hold up the 
passengers occurred to them after the 
explosion.

Mine Workers' Chief Looks for Har- 
mony In Anthracite Field*. 

"I think the sensational stories print- 
ed In many newspapers recently to the 
effect that there will bo a great coal 
strike next spring aro^jmwarxaai^,'- 
said Jdhn'~MItcheli, "president of the 
United Mine Workers of America, while 
in Washington to see President Itoose- 
vclt tho other day. "As far as I enn 
Judge, after having been In the anthra- 
cite coal field for some time, everything 
will work out harmoniously In the end, 

"I can see no reason why thero should 
bo a general coal strike next spring. I 
have not ween the railroad presidents 
who nro also presidents of tho coal com- 
panies, and I do not expect to hear from 
them for somo time, but I do expect that 
In time there will be n readjustment 
along the lines on which we are now 
working." 

Mr, Mitchell said, .In response to a 
-suggestion thnt largo supplies of coal 
wero now being stored nwny In anticipa- 
tion of a strike, that ho did not take 
any stock In that story. "This is the 
timo of year," said he, "when coal Is 
always stored in large qu anil tics." 

Mr. Mitchell says tho rcsponso to his 
efforts to Increase tho strength of his 
organization has far exceeded his expec- 
tations.

General Consul William E. Brown of 
tho Chicago and Alton road has filed a 
reply .brief In the shippers' case before 
tho railroad and wnrebouso commission, 
In which be denies tlmt the public Is in 
any why interested In either the capitali- 
zation or the profits of the railroads so 
far ns the present ense Is concerned.

Arthur Bray, a mall carrier of Wau- 
kegan and a lifelong resident of the 
city, is under arrest at Fort Sheridan 
confronting a charge of obtaining gov- 
ernment articles from tho soldiers. Ho 
was arrested by the military, authorities 
while. leaving the fort barracks with 
fifteen pairs of shoes In a sack, which 
ho claimed he bought cheap from tho 
soldiers.

A Problem of Aatonndlna Magnitude 
to (lie Rallrnada. 

Tills Is thc-.ttonsoti of the year wheu 
American railroads aro taxed to their 
utmost, for tho autumn days nre tho 
time when the crops nre moved. Few 
realize the extent of the railroad 
man's problem, yet soma Idea of Its 
magnitude may be gained from a 
statement of tho * value of -the coun- 
try's agricultural products. Tills year 
tlio grain crops will npproximnto f-t,- 
000,000,000 in value, a sum four t linos 
that of the national debt, nnd sitlll- 
clont to give every mail, woman ami 
child In tlic country f.'il. Two-tlilnls 
of this em 1 1 will be fed to live slock 
moved to mills by wngans in the 

jrjets In which it is grown, but tho 
remaining third .will travel to every 
part of the world, and It is lu the mov- 
ing of tills part that the railroad man 
finds iila great tnsk. 

This year will sec crops of auch size 
that Hint part which comes to the 
railroad will aggregate .l.TOO.OOO car- 
loads of freight, for the moving of 
which nt one time nearly .'18,000 loco- 
motives would' be required. These cars 
nnd locomotives, ir placed in a Blngle 
train, would reach half way nronnd 
tlio world, nnd since- the supply of 
freight cars In the country is only a 
trlllo In excess of 1,500,000, with boiiic- 
thlng like 4.'J,00 locomotives, one may 
Imnglno the worries of the rnllrond man 
In moving n single Item of frcigtit 
amounting in volume to nearly the total 
capacity of the rolling stock of nil the 
country's railroads. To tlio rnllrond man 
It Is agnmc of chess played on n board 
j;,000 miles Bqunre, with freight trains 
for pieces to be moved hither und thither 
la hundred-mile jumps. 

Tho movement of grnin each year Is to 
tho rnllrond wbnt tho conduct of the 
campaign Is to the general. Ench de- 
pends during tho early singes upon the 
reports of his scouts. Those of the rail-; 
rond company form n largo corps of ex- 
perts, who trnvel throughout the coun- 
try, estimating as closely as possible the 
probable grain tonnage of each district 
and the number of cars necessary for Its 
transportation. Basing Us plans upon 
these figures, the rnllrond inakea ready to 
concentrate cars nt points of need just ns 
tlio general concentrates bis men. 

The iden of the rnllrond mini's mind 
Is to get the cars to the region of the 
ceutrul west nt any cost. Expense Is 
almost n forgotten Item. Every one, 
from the general trnfilc mntinger down 
to even the station ngent, receives gen- 
eral orders as to the disposition of nil 
cars. They are begged, borrowed and 
bought — In fact, procured In every 
possible way. Agents In their efforts 
to serve the farmers have been kaown 1o 
steal trains of "empties" in order that 
the grain movement of their particular 
districts might be facilitated.

Tho law mnkes tho, "United 
States Pharmacopoeia" the standard of 
tests, nnd, the Attorney Genornl says, 
is mndo Ineffective because a new cdl- 
tlou of that work has been put' In force 
since the enactment of the statute. 



Advance of 41. Per Cent In 1004 Over 
the A Venice. 

Weekly earnings of nil persons em- 
ployed in the United' States advanced 41 
per cent in 1004 over the average of the 
years between 1S00 and 1S00, according 
to bulletin No. fiO of the bureau of labor, 
just Issued by the federal government. 
The snniQ report shows that the price 
of food lias increased 11.7 per cent. 
Kin bo rating the figures gathered from 
many Industries, the document Indicates 
that the average hourly wnge would pur- 
chase 4.7 per cent more food In 1004, 
und the earnings of a week would pur- 
chase 0.4 per cent more edibles. 

Figures gathered and compiled by the 
bureau show that prosperity has not been 
confined to the owners of capital In 
land and machinery, but has been dis- 
tributed somewhat In higher wages. 
Compared with 1003, however, 11104 
does not make a good showing. The 
figures for the two years mentioned show 
that the total number of employes de- 
creased 0,0 per cent, the hours of labor 
shortened 0.7 per cent, wages nn hour 
increased O.G per cent, weekly earnings 
for. each employe decreased 0.1 per cent, 
the total weekly earnings decreased 0.8 
per cent, retail prices of food ndvnnced 
1.3 per cent, tlio wages of one hour 
would purchase 0.7 per cent less food, 
and tho earnings for each employe In n 
week would purchase 1.4 per cent less 
food. 

Bctail prices secured from merchants 
aro compared with facts gathered by 
agents of the bureau from 2,5117 families 
representing a total of 13,013 persons. 
Tho average income a family in 1004 
wns ,?S27.1D, a vera go number in each 
family C.U1, annual expenditure a family 
for all purposes $7GS.54, nnd the nvcriigo 
expenditure, a family for food alone Is 
given ?320.0O. 

Family expenditures for clothing 
shows that tho nvernge wife spends nn- 
nunlly $20,03 and tlio average husband 
upends $33.73, The children use 5*18.70 
!n clothing a year. Tho amount expend- 
ed by the average family for life iusur- 
nnco la Interesting in view of tho recent 
ckposa of the uses to which life insur- 
ance funds arc put by managers of In- 
surance companies. The annual outlay 
Is $10.44, 2.53 per cent of the entire 
lucomb. Bent takes S00.40, fuel $32.23 
mid lighting ?S.1G.

Tha Naw Mexican Sanitarium of !*• 
1 Fraternal O rata nizflt Ions. 
America's greatest battle sgaloit th« 
great white plnguo will ba waged within 
light of Las Vegas, N. M. The fraternal 
bodies of tht republic, welded with tha 
churches, clubs und municipalities Into 
onn great humanitarian organisation, 
will, within a fow weeks, open a |1,000,- 
000 sanitarium for consumptive sufferers 
that will bo without ft peer in the world." 
II ere In the heart of the region which 
In ail the world Is bcit adapted to the re- 
lief of lung troubles, a quickly rccrulbad 
army of 3,000 sufferers from pulmonary 
affections will start to work out their own 
salvation along now Unci, which, It li 
expected, will constitute the path for 
countless thousands that will follow af- 
ter. 

The public has heard little regardlm 
this ambiUouji project. But the fact thai 
It hns been taken unawares does not 
mean that there has not been thorough 
study and Investigation and preparation 
back of Jjia big undertaking. On the con- 
trary, no Ufo-saving crusade was <tT*i 
worked out moro carefully, step by step. 
For a long time past tho darkening cloud 
of the consumptive plague which hn 
been- threatening the nation has appear- 
ed especially menacing to the great fra- 
tcrunl insurance orders. Of la to years 
10 per cent of tho applicants for admis- 
sion have been turned away because of 
light weight or the taint of tht plague. 
Yet, of tho $112,000,000 annually paid out 
for Insurance, moro than $10,000,000 Is 
for deaths from tuberculosis alone. In 
other words, despite all precautions, 10 
per cent of tho members are dying from 
the terrible, disease. 

In nn effort to stem the tide of de- 
struction, committees from the big fra- 
ternal organizations have taken steps 
for tho establishment of "Fraternal 
City," as the new sanitarium, will bs 
known. Churches, clubs aud municipali- 
ties arb being Invited to share the bene- 
fits of this unique Institution.' Any or* 
ganization may send Its suffering depend- 
ents tq this haven of refuge by merely 
paying the cost of transportation and 
maintenance. The novel community ll 
distinctly not n money-making, institu- 
tion. Indeed, the Idea is that when fann- 
ing advantages have been secured, ths 
Institution will bo in soma degree self- 
sustaining. ' ' 

Thero will be several gateways of ad- 
mission to the Fraternal City. Wealthy 
Individuals who have donated lump 
sums will each hare the privilege of send- 
ing patients, irrespective of tholr rela- 
tions with fraternities and churches. At 
the outset, however, the greater portion 
of the patients will come ns tho guests 
of the fraternal orders which .TnTo con- 
tributed to the general fund. Each order 
selects stricken men and women from 
its membership to tho extent of Us quota, 
and such individuals are under no per- 
sonal expense at the sanitarium, the colt 
of maintenance In each case being charg- 
ed against tho organization which sends 
ths patient. If only the fraternal In- 
surance orders become parties to tho plan 
to tax each member 12 cents a year for 
tho maintenance of the sanitarium, the 
Income will bo nearly $000,000 a year, 
and from 1,500 to 3,000 persons can bs 
cared for free, whereas If other fraternal 
societies and the churches co-operate to 
any great extent, ns Is now indicated, 
the magnitude of the work will ba 
greatly broadened. 

BUMPER CORN CROP CERTAIN. 
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Continued Favorable Weather A«nr*i 
Maturing of Qrain. 

The weekly crop bulletin of the weath- 
er bureau summarizes crop conditions a* 
follows; 

Tho weather conditions of the week 
as a whole were exceptionally favorabla 
to agricultural Interests. Under the In- 
fluence of warm and generally dry 
weather throughout tho centra) valleys, 
lake region aad Atlantic coast districts 
late crops matured rapidly. Florida and 
portion of the central gulf districts Buf- 
fered injury from excessive rains, whll* 
much needed rains fell in the Rocky 
Mountain end North Pacific coast reg- 
ions. The middle and South Atlantic 
States and southern Texas are In need 
of rnln. Frosts occurred in the mlddla 
Rocky Mountain districts nnd In the 
upper Ohio valley, lower lake region 
nnd northern portion of the middle At- 
lantic States, but caused no serious In- 
jury. 

Highly fn-torable weather prevailed* 
throughout the principal corn States. An 
exceptionally largo and tine yield of corn 
Is nof< assured over much of tho greater 
part of tho corn belt, and only a very 
small part of the crop In Die north cen- 
tral portion, estimated at from 2 to S 
per cent of the total, remains exposed 
to Injury from frost, and this Is matur- 
ing rapidly. The crop in Missouri was 
extensively blown down or lodged, but 
notwithstanding this and the damage by 
September floods the yield In that Statt 
will be very heavy.

In England tho superstition that 
one of a company of thirteen must die 
within the year is traced to the old 
calculation of the Insurance* offices 
that out of thirteen persons, token' ln- 
dlscrtmtnatolyi, one will die within 
twelvemonths. Others trace tho awe 
In which the figures aro held to the 
lost supper, at which thirteen were 
present Lord Lytton dealt with this 
aspect, remarking, "Some have car- 
ried it to tho extent of disliking that 
number at all times, but tho common- 
er form- limits It to Friday." But.tho 
antipathy is older than Chrlstianty. 
Tn the old Norse mythology th6 thlr- 
con party was deemed unluckyy be- 
cause, at a banquet In Valhalla, Loki 
once appeared, making thirteen, i and 
Balder was slain by the blind god 
Hoder, at the instigation of the Intru- 
der." 

In fostering this superstition tho 
credulous find themselves In good 
crim.pa.ny. The , question was sprung 
upon a dinner party at tho home of 
'he famous artist Ml Hals, where they 
"'■'* fl H" *"'tn'i '^f»Tn selves thirteen 
strong. One of them was horrified at 
the discovery. "The idea 1b," said 
Matthew Arnold, "that whoever 
leaves the table first will die within 
a year, so, with' the permission of the 
ladles, wo will .cheat tho fates for 
ance. I and these two fine, strong 
young lads will rise "together, and I 
think our united constitutions will bo 
able to withstand tho assault of the 
reaper." They got up and no more 
was thought about It. 

Six months later Arnold dtod In the 
prime of life. One of tho two men 
whom he had called upon to rlso from 
the table with him was found shot 
dead in his bed In a New York hotel. 
The third did seem. likely to outllvo 
the year. Ho had gono to Australia 
for the benefit of his health. But for 
the homeward Journey he took pas- 
sage by the Quctta. And that ship 
foundered among the reefs of New 
Guinea. 



Counsel at Last Had Got What He 
Desired. 

Many years ago, when Hugh L. 
Bond was Judge of tho United States 
Circuit Court, and was holding a term 
of the court In Raleigh, N. 0., tho 
late Henry A. Gilliam, afterward 
Judge of tho Superior Court of this 
state, appeared as counsel In soma of 
the cases that woro being tried before 
tho Baltimore Judge. During those 
trials tho rulings of tho court wore 
uniformly against tho clients of Judge 
Gilliam, and frequently Judgo Bond 
would say to Judge Gilliam that thero 
was no morll In his contentions and 
Instruct him to proceed to something 
elso. 

After tho session of the court had 
been concluded, Col. John W. Hins- 
dale, one of tho leading lawyers of 
the court, gave a dinner to Judge 
Bond, and Invited all tho Raleigh 
lawyers who hod attended the 
court. 

In tho meantime Col. Hinsdale had 
asked Judgo Bond what was hlB fa- 
vorite dinner dish and had been told 
"hog's head and turnip sallett." 

Judge Bond occupied the head of 
the table, and noticing tho dlBh of 
hog's head and turnip sallett Imme- 
diately before him' had the waiter 
present tho same- to Judgo Gilliam 
with • his compliments. Tho waiter 
did. bo, and Judge Gilliam seized tho 
knlfo and commenced to saw on tho 
hog's ear, remarking at the time "that 
this was the first time during the 
week that ho had had the car ol tho 
court"— Now York Times..

will leave it with the sincere regret. of the 
men. who know him both' in and out of the 
Department.

EXPLOIT WON MEDAL OF HONOR. 



Brave 'Act of Gen, J. Franklin Bell In 
the Philippine!, 
One of the few who earned tho Med- 
al of Honor In the Philippines Is Gen. 
J. Franklin Bell, and the story of how 
he did it Is of tbe sort to stir tho 
slowest pulse. On Sept. 8, 1890, Gen. 
Bell, then Colonel of tho Thirty-sixth 
Volunteer Infantry, encamped with his 
regiment near Pome, In the Island of 
Luzon, About 2 o'clock tho following 
morning tho regiment left camp and 
set out. to head off a largo body of in- 
surgents which during tho night bad 
attacked the Ninth Infantry, stationed 
at G ungua and San Rita. Col. Dell 
was ahead of the regiment with a doz- 
en company scouts. Just as day was 
breaking tho advance scouts encoun- 
tered the enemy's patrol, consisting of 
n captain, a lieutenant, and five pri- 
vates. .Tho scouts Orcd on thorn, and, 
as tho insurgents started to run, gave 
chase. Col. Bell instantly spurred his 
horst to tho front, and seeing that tho 
Insurgents were easily running away 
from the scouts, ho* pushed Into a gal- 
lop. Then unmindful of the fact that 
he was far In advance of his men and 
wholly without support, he charged 
the seven Insurgents with his pistol, 
scattered them, and compelled the sur- 
render of the captain and two • pri- 
vates, this under a hot and close tiro, 
from tho other insurgents concealed 
in a bamboo thlckot by tho side of the 
road. In the end tho ontiro party were 
captured with their arniB..

"For the natives havo dlaappeared," 
continues tho same writer. "The 
peaceful. Inoffensive dweller of the 
coast town aeems to havo vanished 
Into ^nothingness. . . One sees nobody, 
save' In the gutae of FulaJaneB, aavage, 
fanatical enemies. Ono hears them, 
though, hears them nt every turn, and 
the sound adds a fresh note of mourn- 
fulness to tbe sense of depression, It 
Is Impossible to move out of camp, to 
take a step. In any direction, without 
hearing the 'boudjon,'. the alarm born, 
signalling your movements. It Is a 
Bad note, that deep-mouthed blast, 
..which tells the Pulajaaa to prepare 
his bolo (chopper) .and gun and' warns 
others to creep Into the most shelter- 
ed corner of the jungle.

Ono almost 
ceases to think of them as having any 
actual existence. ' They become mere- 
ly a part of the gloom of Samar. It 
Is a miserable campaign, miserable 
from tho conditions undor which It Is 
conducted, from the pttlfulnesa and fu- 
tility of it all — the setback to progress 
and civilization. There Is no honor or 
glory to be gained, no hope of re- 
ward, save tho satisfaction of having 
done one's duty."

Kentucky elects a legislature which 
will choose a successor to Senator 
Qlnckburn, and Ohio chooses a full 
State ticket There is small doubt as 
to the result In either case, nor Is there 
much moro with respect to Ycrmout, 
where tho question will probably bo 
as to tho size of the Republican ma- 
jority nnd nothing else. 

Nebraska and Kansas hold general 
county elections, and In Pennsylvania 
three Supremo Court Judges nro to be 
chosen. The Judicial election, how- 
ever excites small Interest as com- 
pared with that manifested In the 
struggle In the city of Philadelphia, 
where Mayor Weaver, backed by tho 
reform element, Is fighting tho boo- 
dlcrs. Upon tho result or this strugglo 
hinges not only the political control 
of Philadelphia, but the ascendeucy of 
tho forces which at present dominate 
tho State, Philadelphia will bo worth 
watching on election day, 

So will Now York City, where Tam- 
many Is once more lined up ngalnxt a 
none too harmonious opposition. Tho 
metropolis will witness some lively 
campaigning when a candidate shall 
havo been selected to opposo Mayor 
McOlellan. Probably New Y'ork will 
excite moro attention than nny of the 
States, though we might mention that 
In addition to those already enumer- 
ated- Virginia will elect 'a complete 
State ticket nnd Maryland will pnsq 
upon tho so-eallod Poo nmeiidmont to 
the State-constitution, under tho tcrmi 
of -which tho negro will practically be 
disfranchised, 

Thero will be plenty ot Interest, nt 
any rate, to wovrant repudiation of tho 
term which designates 1003 ns an "off

Mr. Dougherty has been city super- 
intendent of schools for twenty-flvo 
years. Ite Is Immensely wealthy, nnd 
besides being president of tho Fcorin 
National Bank, la a heavy stockholder 
in tho DImo Savings Company, the 
Peoria Livery Company and other con- 
corns. 

He Is n trustee of the fund of $175,- 
000 hold by tho National Educatlonnl 
Association and Is n past president of 
tho association. Ho Is n close friend 
of NIchoIns Murray Butler, president 
of Columbia University of New York, 
and has been for yenrs regarded as one 
of tho foremost cduentional men In the 
country. 

The news of his nrrcst created the 
greatest' excitement.

More than 
100,000,000 feet of plno sawloga and 
square timber, during a recent season, 
were cut upon territory held under 
timber license from the crown. 

Much of Canada's Umber Innd Imh 
not yet even been explored. In the 
nowiy developed districts of Algoiun, 
which nro close to tho great lakes, It 
Is estimated that there are more than 
100,000,000 cords of ftp nice and pulp 
wood, while in the districts of Thuu- 
der Bay nnd Balny River there are 
nearly 200,000,000. cords more. A belt 
nt least 3,000 miles long is believed to 
exist la Canada between Alas ten and 
tlio Atlantic. 

It has been estimated that, at the 
present rate of cutting, the greatedt 
timber resources of the United States 
— tboso of tlio Pacific coast— will bo 
exhausted in less than half a century., 
Tho annual cut of Bhlngles and lumber 
In theso regions is 4,500,000,000 feet. 
Tho standing timber in Washington, 
Oregon and northern California at 
present is twice that of the original 
timber lands of the northern woods. 
Washington produces about as many 
feet of Bhlngles and other lumber as 
Oregon and California together. This 
State Is noted for its Bhlngles, there 
being more than 1,000 shluglo mills 
within Its borders, At Tacomn are lo- 
cated tho largest sawmills In the 
United States.

noOKA IN BRITISH MUSEUM. 

Students Crowd Its Reading Room and 
Investigate Various Subjects. 

In the reading room of tho. British 
museum the desks are. crowded with 
students all day long, and In addition 
to tho books of reference some -20,000 
In number, which All tho open shelves 
of tho room, from 3,000 to 4,000 vol- 
times are given out evory day. Theol- 
ogy In a wide sense, Including the Bi- 
ble, biblical literature, church history 
and works on tho religious rites and 
ceremonies of nil rncos and creeds, la 
easily at tho head of tho list, with 
about 300 volumes. Topography 
comes next, with about twenty fewer, 
and of these books on London amount 
to n quarter, books on English topog- 
raphy to another quarter, the other 
half being for tho rest ot tho world. 
History and' biography como noxt, 
English history being mostly in de- 
mand, and booka on Franco and tho 
French province second. ' 

Essays, criticisms and miscellaneous 
literature take tho fourth place and 
are followed by Action— not less than 
five years old— moral philosophy, poet* 
ry and the flno arts, tho drama, law 
and philology, nolltcal economy ond so 
on down to politics, mathematics and 
chomlstry, which have about forty 
volumes apiece, and lastly works on 
naval and military subjects, which sel- 
dom havo more thou three or four vol- 
umes esch. It Is a curious list and 
throws, a useful light on the sort of 
studies taken up by the readers in 
the museum.
